He (veatually closrd favorite at 3 to 2 
with Thrive second choice at 8 to 5. As far as a 
sharp contest, was concerned the race was very 
tame. Sam Fallen brt.ke last but well on his 
stride and before a furlong bed been run ha 
was in front and sti-y d thereto tne end. win- 
ning Rs bn pleased by two lei gtbs from Thrive 
and Floriair. Unsightly was bnmped in the 
stretch a id fitisbed fourth. 

Bam Wrg'ier’s Croesus has deceived bis 
-owner and b-ckers several times receutl] , but 
in the mile and an eighth race, which was run 
fifth, be “delivered the goods” handsomely. 
This was by far the closest and most interest- 
ing race of the day. The field was well bunched 
all the way and through the stretch it nar- 
rowed down to a pretty struggle between 
Croesus, Periwig, Plantain and Jackanapes. 
All four wsre bard at it from the eighth 
post home, but Croesns, strt ng y ridden by 
Hamilton, proved the gamest and got the de- | 
-cision by a nose from Periwig. The latter’s 
race was such an improvement over his last 
that one could hardly believe it was the same 
Horse. He baiongs to W. F, Schulte, whose 
horses usually run to their form, so there was 
no chance for the scandal-monger to get his 
work in. Still the form reversal was marked 
just the same 

Frank Bell, fresh from St. Louis, easily took 
May Beach into camp, and over bis win the St. 
Louis contingent cleaned up roundly. Marcus 
Cartwrigut is credited with winning over $3,003 
on the r.ce.
